startled by the sudden appearance of 
two young men, who rose up in the 
barbed wire beyond the parapet.

waved a rag and both shouted: 
"Rus-ski- ! 
Russki! 
At the same time the 
Germans began to fire at them wildly. 
The British jumped to the conclusi- 
on it was a case of desertion, but as 
they helped the men down into their 
trench they saw that both wore 
tatt- 
ered Russian 
uniforms. 
One of the men is 22 years of age, 
and was in the 41st Siberian regiment 
when he was captured on February 11 
at Prasnysz. 
The other, belonged to 
the Novosholschi 
Infantry 
regiment, 
is 
19, and was taken 
prisoner 
on 
June 8th on the Bzura. 
They were both sent to a camp just 
inside the German frontier lines, about 
fifteen miles from Posen. 
Here there

BASTILLE. 


The Famous French Prison During the 
Reign 
of Louis XIII. 
It was during 
the reign of 
Louis 
XIII. that the Bastille became recog- 
nized as a prison, especially for nota- 
ble 
persons 
suspected 
of 
treachery 
against the French government. 
Riche- 
lieu used it for the secure lodgment of 
troublesome opponents, and during bis 
time 
the celebrated 
fortress 
became 
the luxurious prison of a powerful aris- 
tocracy. 
Apart from the necessary restrictions, 
u stay in the famous prison of Paris 
was little more than an agreeable 
di- 
version. 
It seemed indeed as though 
the king was determined 
to show his 
kindness. 
He expressed great anxiety 
for the comfort of his prisoners. 
Money could buy in the Bastille all 
the luxury that could be obtained out- 
side, and 
should 
a 
poor 
man 
stray 


within the impenetrable walls the king 
was so eager to prove his hospitality 
that he at once allowed him a reason- 
able pension. 
The rooms in which the 
prisoners were confined 
were lofty and 
well aired: the furniture was arranged 
according to the taste of the occupant. 
Mine. 
d 
Stael. 
for instance, 
hung 
her 
walls 
with 
rich 
tapestries, 
and 
many 
a distinguished 
culprit 
carried 
with him to the Faubourg St. Antoine 
his 
family 
portraits 
or 
a 
valuable 
library. 
Nor is it in the least significant that 
the prison barber 
visited his patrons 
every morning with a silver basin, per- 
fumed soap and embroidered 
towels. 
The 
best 
viands, 
well 
cooked, 
were 
furnished to the better class of prison- 
ers, and at the close of the meals they 
exchanged 
visits, 
played 
cards 
and 
made the walls of the gloomy looking 
prison ring with their merriment.
